The Catholic Mlwionary Congress 
will open Its dellberatloHR In Cbl- 
caeo tomorrow, and while the func- 
tions on the opening day will he of a 
religloiiK natnii' strlcily. ih<' actual 
work win be done durlDK the three 
succeeding days. It Is fitting that 
the CongreHS should be held In the 
colossal city of the Middle West, he- 
cause Chicago Is really the Catholic 
center of the United States. There 
are larger Catholic dioceses in the 
' Bast perhapa. but Chicago la the cen- 
ter from which the great mission 
•plrlt must siiuuiate. LoulavUle will 
b« repreaented In the Mlsalonary Con- 
gress by the Rev. Pathera O. P. Aclc- 
ennan, Thomas W. White and 
Oharlaa P. Raffo, and John J. Caffrey 
will represent the laity. John F. 
Coleman, a life member of the 
Church ICxtenslon Society, and one of 
Chicago's leading business men and 
Knights of CoUitubus, wa.s in Louis- 
ville last week and gav<' an inteiest- 
in;,' ;i( < oinit of the prepa i ii t ions that 
Chlc^igo Catholics were making for 
the entertainment of the delegates. 

Chicago Is not only large and in- 
fluential from a Ostholio staadpoliit 
In itself, but Juat ss in a oomin^reial 
way It dominates tha satire North- 
west and Is repreasntativs of Its peo- 
ple and Its aolt. ao also 1$ Chicago 
the ksystons for Catholic aplrlt 
throughout the Mlsalaalppl Valley 
and the entire West and Northwest. 
The delegates to the Missionary Con- 
gress will find in Chicago a city of 
175 Catholic churches, 125 parochial 
sdiools and several hundred Catholic 
Institutions at which there Is an at- 
tendance reaching appioxiniati'ly 
1. "id, 0(1(1. Hesides there are hundreds 
of other Catholic Institutions, char- 
itable and '.Hliicational, any one of 
which would amply repay tlie Incon- 
venience of a visit. 

It nii(,'lit l>e remarked that these 
mug-iiif'cent buildings reared up in 
the name of Christ and all imbued 
with and dominated by the Catholic 
•pirit— churches, schools, colleges 
academies, hospitals and asylums— 
miffht In themselves in a most typical 
way inspire the missionary zeal, and 
if the delegates to the congress saw 
nothing else durin^f their visit, ex- 
cept the fervent spirit wliieh is 
tinnally fructified from vigilimce and 
chr.rity, sucli \\i>iilil. in itself, well re- 
pay their tri>ul>lc. 

One of the most beautiful of ti:( 
institutions is the St. Xavier's Acad 
emy, under charge of the Sisters of 
Merey. This bulMlng is perhaps in 
its equipment the most superior of 
any in this country and is easily 
within reach of the center of the 
city. The Servite Fathers h.ive in 
charge the Church of Onr l,;iily of 
Sorrows, on the West Siiic. which 
Avith the instit iitiiins at Inched form a 
small ti)«ii in llicnisclvi's. and from 
un architei'l lu iil standpoint there i:> 
much to be found. St. raiil's church. 
T10W ill charge of tin- licncilict inc 
Fathers, and St. Martin's church, one 
of the diocesan churches of Chicago, 
are both superior examides of work- 
manship and ktyle The Lazarist 
Fathers have at St. Vincent College 
and the T>e Paul University, and here 
may be seen an auditorium which is 
considered by some of the besi cril- 
IcK to be perhaps tin- neatest buildinfr 
of its kinil in .\tiierii ii. The House of 
Ihe Ciood Shepherd, lately completed 
in iMirt and a part still under erec- 
tion, is well worthy of a visit. The 
Convent of the Visitation, of Evans- 
ton, as well as the Academy of the 
, Sacred Heart, at Lake Forest, the 
latter in charge of the Ladies of the 
Sacred Heart, are both superior in 
their equipment, and it is doubtful 
if there is anything, either in Euro|>(' 
or America, better. Another academy 
which has a most ideal location and 
In many ways has a particularly 
])ci iili;ir attiai tiveness is the .Naz- 
areth .Xiadcniy at flranpe. under 
charpe of tin' Sisters of .Si. .loseph. 
Those institutions mentioned are but 
a few- of tlie many and typical in 
general way of what is to be seen. 

The Catholic parochial school sy 
tern in Chieag'o has no superior m 
the world. It has 100.000 seholar.s 
niid in contests with public schoid 
children the Cfltholic boys and g-irb 
always take the front rank. 

The openiiij;- ceremony of the con- 
(fress. from a strii'tl\ i i i |i'-,iiisl ica 
standpoint, will l^e at the Holy Name 
CiitlicdrMl. I'i ~ . lifice is imposing 
and typical, and has an ideal looa 
tioa. 

Luncheon wll be tendered by the 

Archbishop of Chicago to the visiting 
prelates, dignitaries and clergy, and 
will be in the school haU attached to 
the Cathedral, and In the vicinity Is 
the Cathedral rectory and ebancer.v 
office, which in itself is a very ncal 
find a[)|iropriate biiildinp for the imr 
jiose. and also the Cathedral Colle^fe 
Within a short distance Is the res 
Idence of the Archbishop, ooenpyiii|r a 
position at the entrance to Lincoln 
Park, at the junction of the Lake 
Shore drive vrith the Lincoln Paric 
boulevard. The surroundings, gen« 
emllr speaking, are very beautiful.

His Kmlnence Cardlf.al Gibbon* 
has honored the Kentucky Irish 
.Vmericaii with a communication re- 
garding the Catholic I'nlverslty at 
Washington, D. C, and announces 
ttiat the date set for thi annual col- 
lection for that Instittttlon of learning 
is the drst Sunday In Advent, No- 
vember t». The wllectlon will be 
taken up la all the dlocesss of the 
United States, unless some Bishops 
find It Inconvenient at that time. In 
such cases the Bishops will select 
the nearest date thereafter for the 
collection as suits the'r convenience. 

In his letter Cardinal (iibbons said 
that the last aiinunl collection 
mounted to lOG.dO.'i. .';<(, nnd declared 
a splenilid evidence of the warm 
nterest taken in hiphcr Catholic edu- 
catkMr -After meeting all its oMiga- 
tiona the university has been able to 
add to Its investment fund 908,18S.3!i 
during the past year. His Bminence 
adds:

1 refer, as you know, to the 
jenerous effort* of the Ancient Or- 
ler of Hibernians and of the Knights 
if Columbus, nnd I am sure the good 
work will draw down a blesisnp tipon 
them. 

"In the same eonficlenl spirit I also 
appeal to my venerable brethren of 
the hierarchy, quite sure that their 
aid will not l>e wanting nnd that their 
zeal for this great work, so dear to 
the heart of our beloved Pontiff, is 
not less than my own."

KSTIMAIILK LAI>y DEAD. 



Mrs. Johanna Moakler, one of the 
tiest known ladies in the West End, 
died at the home of lier son-in-law, 
Vincent H. Smith, 2G36 Bank Street, 
last Saturday morning. The deceased 
was seventy-three years old and had 
spent her entire life in works of char- 
ity. Her death is mourned by all who 
knew her. That she was held in high 
esteem was shown by the large num- 
ber of friends who called at the house 
and by the attendance at the funeral, 
which took place from St. Patrick's 
church Monday morning. 



The good Ursuline nuns will cele- 
brate the fiftieth anniversary of their 

order in the I'nlted States with a 
solemn triduum of thanksgiving to 
.Mmlphty Cod for the blessiiiKs be- 
stowed on their community during 
Ihe last half century, llccause Louis- 
ville was the first location of the 
t'rsullne Sisters in the Cniled States. 
It was thouKht eminently flttiug to 
hold the Rolden jubilee services in 
this city. The days set for the serv- 
ices are Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thnnday. November S4. t6 and 26. 
The programme of tlie trldaam has 
been arranged as follows: 

Tussdsy morni«c, 10 o'clock, sol- 
emn maas of thanksgiving, coram 
episcopo, in the chapel of the Im- 
maculate Conception Academy, 804 
Rast Chestnut street; celebrant of 
the mass, the Very Rev. Father 
.lames P. Cronin. V. C: deacon. Rev. 
Father .Andrew Thome; suhdeacon. 
Rev. Father (JeorRe Weiss; mastiM- 
of cereiiKinies. Fiev. Father George 
W Sihuhmanii, U. I).; deacons of 
honor. Rev. Father Henry Wester- 
mann and Very Rev. Peter Englert, 
O. F. M. After the mass the Right 
Rev. Bishop William George Mc- 
Closkey will deliver an address, and 
a sermon in German will be preached 
by the Rev. Father Leo Orealloh. O. 
M. G. In the OTenlnt at > o'clock 
the pupils of the Immaculate Con- 
ception and Sacred Heart Academies 
will present the drama, "St. Angela," 
which will depict scenes In the life 
of the foundress of the Urjuline or- 
der. The dramatization of the story 
Is by a member of the faculty of 
Sacred Heart .\cademy. In order to 
accommodate as many visitors as 
possible the drama will he performed 
in St. Martin's school ball. Shelby 
and Gray streets, hut children will 
not be allowed In the hall. 

Wednesday, November 2!i, will be 
"Children's day," and the services 
will be held in St. Martin's church, 
because the Ursuline chapel will not 
accommodate the 1,100 children that 
will assemble. Bach of the eighteen 
local parochial schools taught by the 
Ursuline Sisters will be represented, 
and fifty girls in white, and fifty little 
boys tastefully attired will march in 
procession carrying banners of Sts. 
Angela and Ursula. As they group 
ikboiit til" statues of the jiatron 
saints the hymn. "St. Angela." words 
and music by a meniher of the com- 
munity, will he sung hy the entire 
1.100 children. Solemn high mass 
will be sung by the Rev. Father 
l.ouis C. Ohie, with Rev. i-'ather 
.Terome Preiasler, O. M. C, ae 
deacon: Rer. Jacob Assent, suit- 
deacon; Rev. Peter Berreaheim. 
master ot ceremonies. The sermon 
will be preached by the Rev. Father 
John J. Flttgerald, paator of St. 
Leo's church, Highland Park. 

On Thursday, November t6. the 
Rev. Father B. H. Westermann will 
celebrate the solemn mass of requiem 
In the Ursuline chapel, Shelby and 
Chestnut streets, for the repose of 
the soul.s of deceased niemher.s of the 
I'rsnllne community. The sernion 
will be preached by the lifv. Father 
.1. U. I'elffer. of St. Helen's church. 

The Ursuline Sisters came to 
Louisville in November. \H'<S at lh>' 
Instance of the late illustrious 
Martin John Spalding, at that time 
Bishop of Louisville, and later Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore. The three orlg^ 
inal members of the band came 
from the Ursuline convent in Stras- 
burg, Bavaria, and taught the pupils 
of St. Martin's parochial school 
Some years later more nuns arrived 
from Germany, and the present acad- 
emy at Shelby and Chestnut streets 
was founded. Since then the com- 
iiuinlly has Increased until It num- 
bers hundreds of nuns scattered 
through many States, but the parent 
house Is at Shelby and Chestnut 
streets, tJils city. 

The special mission of the Ursuline 
order, founded by St. Angela Merlce, 
lb the instruction of youth. The or- 
der was founded at Brescia, Italy, 
in 1535 A. D., and la consequently 
verging on its fourUi eentnry of use- 
fulness. According to the promts 
given by God to ita holy foundress. It 
will last until the end of time. The 
Ursulines of Kentucky, as all I'rsu 
lines, are potent factors in true edu- 
cation They have grown In num- 
hei uiiil inlluente and today thou- 
sands hless their labors of fifty 
years. 

Besides the eighteen parochial 
schools taught by these SIstets In 
Louisville, they teach parochial 
schools in Owensboro, Hardinsburg, 
Bvansville. Madison and In Mary 
I land. Moreover they have flourish- 
I ing academies like those of the Im- 
, maculate Conception and Sacr^ 
Heart in LoulsTtUe in other places, 
notably Mount St. Joseph's in Daviess 
county, Kentucky, and Sts. Peter and 
t'aul In Maryland. Each of these in 
stitutions has its broad and compre- 
hensive curriculum handled by a 
competent faculty. Besides the 
usual studies of an academi'' cou'f j 
the Ursulines give special attention 
to the languages, and the .irts of

world. I.,ast Monday the I'ope re- 
ceived the members of the Sacred 
College, who congiatulated him on 
the fiftieth annivenlury of his enter- 
ing the priesthood.! The Cardinals 
were headed by Cirdlnal Serafino 
Vannutelli on account of the Illness 
of Cardinal Oreglio, T>eBn of the col 
lejre. The Princes of the church pre 
sented the Holy Father with $4.()(K) 
in trold pieces, mid Cardinal \annii- 
telli expresseil the ^,'reefinp of all the 
members of the college on the ocia- 
sioii of the jubilee. In reply Pope 
Piu.s thanked the Cardinals fi'.i- their 
good wishes a^d showed them a larjje 
gold medal coined ik> the jubilee of 
the foundation of {|e South Ameri- 
can College in Rome, which coincides 
with his own Jubilee. The cable an- 
nounces that Pope IIus will formallv 
celebrate his gflden sacerdotal 
jubilee on Monday, November 16, 
when he will celebrate mass in St. 
Peter's Basilica in the presence of 
manj- thousan<ls of persons, inehnlintr 
special delegations frojii all the eoun- 
tries that Inne dipioiiratie relations 
with the \atie:ni and scores of I'.ish-

ctained to the fffMnWod oa Decem- 
ber 18, 18S8. 
Joseph Sarto, now Piua X., waa 

born at Riese, in the diocese of 

Trevlso. June 2. IS.I.'S. and was only 
twenty-three years old when or- 
dained. On November 10, 18S4, he was 
consecrated llishop of Muntaii; cre- 
ated and proclaimed Cardinal and 
Patriarch of \'eiiiee on .Iiiiie l>^'.i:!: 
elected Pope .Xiiffust 4, 100.'). and 
rowned li\e days later. .\s I'ojie he 
also bears the titles of Itishop of 
Rome and Vicar of Jesus Christ. Suc- 
cessor of St. Peter, Prince of the 
Apostles, Supreme Pontiff of the 
I'niverael Church, Patriarch of the 
West, Primate of Italy, Archbishop 
and Metropolitan of the Roman 
Province. Sovereign of the Temporal 
Dominions of the Holy R ffm wn 

Church. 

The chief characteristics of His 

lloliiies, (liirinp a long nnd iisefu 
life ha\e been simple jfoodncss. mod- 
Is anil charity. In his voun^re 
days he .iftcn went without food in 
order to ff'^e to others, lie is the 
first Pope of peasant parentage in a 
century and a half. There is abso- 
lutely no trace of nepotiam in tlie 
character of Plus X., not one of his 
relations are holding plaoea In the 
gift of the Pope, althougli he has 
thoiisunils to give away. His brother 
is a letter carrier. One of his sisters 
is married to an innkeeper; two oth- 
ers are the wi\es of shopkeeDcrs, and 
three sini.'le sisters rent modest ijuar- 
tei s near the \ at lean. 

.\s one .\iiierican writer puts it 
ipe I'iiis comes from the people, as 
did .Vbrahaiu Lincoln. He has the 
same simplicity, the same democracy 
and in a degree the same love of 
humor that distinguished Lincoln 
Mr. Thaddeus, the Inab painter, was 
making a portrait of the Pope soon 
after his coronation. He saicl: "Holy 
Father, your eyes are not Italian 
eyes at all. They are just the sort o 
eyes we have in Ireland." "Well." 
said the I'ope. "I am glad you like 
them. .\nd tliev make us brothers, 
don"! they?" 

From the days when he was a 
humble parish priest until the pres- 
ent Joseph Sarto has had an un 
bounded popularity. When he was ad- 
anced from bis flr-# charge met 
gave him an ovation and women 
wept to see him go. While he was 
Cardinal and Patriarch of Venice his 
popularity grew till it t>ecame a fail. 
In the same way he is now beloved 
li\ all the common jieople of thi- en- 
tire ( atholie world. On the occasion 
of his ifolden jubilee the prayers of 
the faithful will ascend all over the 
world that he may lony continue to 
rule over them.

It will be the most 
Important meeting In years, and 
Catholics all over the United States 
are anxiously awaiting the outcome. 



BUOBira M'CARTHY'S HONOR. 

Eugene A. McCarthy, a well known 
worker In the Uniform Rank, C. K. 
of A., has received from the National 
Secretary of the Catholic Church Ex- 
tension Society a letter notifying him 
of bis appointment as a special dele- 
gale from Kentucky to the Catholic 
Missionary Congress which will as- 
semble in Chicago tomorrow. 



The six local coninianderles of the 
Knights of St. John In full uniform 
assembled at St. .\nthony s church. 
Tweiit \ -thiril iiml .\l.-irkft vinet-. last 
Sunday to attend solemn vei)H'rs and 
then to meet Gen. P. P. Fettlg. of 
Shelh.wille. Ind.. Supreme President 
of the order, and Gen. C. W. Wallace, 
of Columbus, Ohio, the Supreme Sec- 
retary. After vespers the Knights 
by commanderles marched to the 
parochial school haM and with drawn 
swords stood St salute aatil the Su- 
preme oflleers, the Rer. Father Leo 
Orenlleh, Col. Henty Felhoelter and 
the local staff entered and wers seat- 
ed. Col. Felhoelter presided. 

Father Leo was the first speaker. 
He welcomed the Knlgbts and said 
his heart was with them In their 
undertakings. He likened the order 
to a bird, whose two vsings were the 
love of God and love of nei^hlMns 
.\naiii h<> compared man to an elec- 
tric machine. We, he said, are the 
Instruments, and God is the power 
house. To succee<l the Knights must 
pra<tice their religion and let char- 
ity prevail. The present Knights 
should prevail upon their sons to 
follow in their footsteps aad become 
members ot the order. 

Supreme President Fettlg followed 
Father Leo, and said that he and 
Supreme Secretary Wallace had eome 
to Louisville on an ofllclal visit. They 
wanted to see nnd talk to as many 
commanderles as possible about the 
Knights of St .lobn. and to try and 
arouse new interest anuiiif.'' ii\itsi<lers 
who should be members of tho order, 
.No society, he said, better I'Xeinpli- 
tles our religion. He regretted to 
note that the mcmhershiii of the si.\ 
Loulgyijle . commanderles was so 
small, and made a heart-to-heart talk 
in his appeal for one thuiisaml new 
membera within the next eighteen 
months. He outlined plans by which 
the desired result could bc| attained. 
Gen. Fettlg also dwelt upon the un- 
certainty of life nnd wealth. It is 
Ihe duty of Ihe father to provide for 
Ihe wife and children against death 
and misfortune, and it is likewise the 
duty of sons to provide for their 
parents. In conclusion he urged all 
to K«'t busy in an effort to increase 
the nienibcrsli i |i.

Under the rules laid doun by the 
Dcmoeratie .State (.eiiiral ('oniiiiittcc 
Ihe parly in Kentucky will he thor- 
oiijrlilv and very effectually reorf,'iin- 
ized l)y popular vote on the afternoon 
of Saturday, November SI, when pre- 
cinct conventiona will be held in 
every county In the entire State. To 
be entitled to vote one must liave 
registered as a Democrat before the 
last election. The rules laid down by 
the State Central Committee are as 
follows; 

In the votiiifj precincts of all crtun- 
ies there shall be elected by tlie 
Democratic voters in sucli precim-ts 
a committee of one member, who 
shall constitute the precinct commit- 
teeman of such precinct. In all State, 
district, legislative or eonnty mass 
conventions the proceeding and elec-

< liairman. 

"On the Monday following such 
election such precinct committeemen 
<hall meet at their respective county 
seats: in eoui\tles having more than 
one IcL'islalive dlsitriet they «hall 
meet a I some convenient place in 
their said legislative districts, to be 
desipnated by the resjieetive county 
nr legislative district chairinnii then 
in office, \\]\n shall preside and or- 
iraiii/o liv elcctinp n Chairman and 
Secretary to said county or legislative 
district "committee, who may or may 
not be a member ot said committee. 
In counties containing cities of the 
first class these meetings and a1 
other meetings of the precinct com- 
mitteemen in the lepisfntive district 
embracing that part of the count.v 
outside the city shall be held at the 
county court house, or at some con- 
venient ])lace desi^rnated by the 
Chairman of the h'-rislative (listrict 
committee, of which due notice shall 
be i^ven.**

St. Anthony's chapel car arrived 
In Louisville Saturday morning of 
last week, and for three days if was 
visited by thousands of Catholic men. 
women and children. The car did 
not arrive at Seventh-street I'nion 
depot until 11:30 o'clock, but long 
hefoie that hour a hundred or more 
Catholics had assembled to inspe<-t 
it. .\mong llieiii were a number of 
prh-sts, and when the car rolled in 
and was siii. ii ... ; . i m the north end 
of the yard and aiiout fifty feet east 
of Seventh street the people made a 
rash fbr It. The Rev. Father Landry, 
the obaplaln, and Qeorge O. Hen- 
nessy, Snperltttendent of the itin- 
erary of the chapel car senriee, were 
dining at one of the k>cal hotels. Imt 
the colored porter showed all visit* 
ors through the rar la a eonrteous 
manner. 

On entering the ear from the front 
a person sees a miniature Catholic 
church, and there are smaller and less 
well equipped churches in Kentucky. 
On the right are nliif; pews that will 
accommodate three people each, 
while on the left are nine pews that 
will seat each two persons. In the 
rear is a little organ that is used in 
the music of the mass. The pews, 
the organ, the candelabra and all 
other appointments are firmly se- 
cured, so that no amount of shakinv 
will cause them to slide or upset. 
Just behind the altar is the living 
room of the chaplain and his suite. 
During the day the bunks or berths 
are folded up as is customary with 
Pullman cars, and the living room 
takos on the aspect of a library with 
a desk, bookcases, etc. In the ex- 
treme rear Is the kitchen. It has 
a steel range, hot and cold wniei 
and all the utensils used In a modern 
kit<-hen. One Louisville jiri.'.st. after 
viewing the kitchen and Its furnish- 
ings said: "Well, I'm glad they're 
taking care of the physical welfare 
of the priest as well as the spiritual 
welfare of his fiock." 

Saturday, Sunday and Monday the 
people of Louisville, New Albany 
and Jeffersonville visited St. An- 
thony's chapel ear. The visitors 
were not confined to Oatholies, bat 
people of every creed and color paid 
a visit to this "church on wheels." 

The chapel car is nothing more 
nor less than a Pullman palace car 
of which at least three-fourths has 
been transformed into a Catholic 
chapel. It Is being sent through the 
rniied States by the Catholic Church 
Kxtension Soclet.\'. and was a gift to 
that organization from lloii. Ambrose 
Pelry, a New York attorney. 

When the chajiei lar arrived at the 
Seventh Street L'ulou dei>ot laat Sat- 
urday quite a number of Catholie 
priests, laymen and women were oa 
hand to inspeet it. and from that 
time until • o'clock at night several 
thousand people passed through the . 
car and expressed pleasure and sur- 
prise at its appointments. On arriv- 
ing In I/onisvlUe the Rev. Father 
Landry, who Is chaplain of the 
chai)e| rar. communicated with local 
pastors, and through them Invited 
t.he Cath<dlcs of all the j^arlshes In 
l.,<)ulsville to visit the car on Sunday 
anil Mondav. .\ ^ a eoii-ei|iienii> ii is 
estimate<l that Ijetweeii If), 000 and 

I'll. 1)110 I p,i~,,'ii through the car 

on Sunday and perhaps 5,000 on 
Monday. Almost all dropped con- 
tributions in the box, although no 
fee was charged. Prom Louisville 
the car went to Lafayette, Ind., and 
then stopped at other points en route 
to Chicago, where it will remain dur- 
ing the Catholic Missionary Congress 
next week. George C. Hennessy, a 
prartlcal railroad man Is Superin- 
tendent of the "church on wlieels" 
and accompanies Father Landry over 
his itinerary. 

As a result of the c-liapel cAr trip 
tliroiif.rli Kan-H> and the Dakotas, 
eight mission churciies have been es- 
tablished where no churcfates existed 
before. Catholics who have been for 
years without the services of a priest 
flock to the car; they become ac- 
quainted with each other, and soon 
set on foot a movement for the ereo- 
tlon of a church, be It ever so 
humble. In the course of time the 
Catholic Church Kxtension Society 
expects to have se\ei'al more chapel 
cars engaged In missionary work.
